If disobedience 1s a mark 
that shows one has not been jus- 
tified, it is none the less a mark 
which shows that one is not jus- 
tified at the time of «iisobedience 
even after he nas once been jus- 
tified. In other words, when 
one has been converted and has 
become a child of God, if he be- 
comes disobedient he forfe'ts his

Then according to the above 
analogy such a person is not jus- 
tified. And this is a matter too 
serious to pass over too lightly. 
This responsibility is not only 
on the one that is deceived, but 
upon the deceiver. This is a 
time when deception is running 
rampant over the earth. Itisa 
mark of the last days.
